followed by fecundation, on tin* other hand, the maimnary gland con- 
tiinu*.s to develop; the increase in size in the latter half of pregnancy 
is due. however, not to a further multiplication of cells, hut to an accu¬ 
mulation of secretory products in the lumen of the acini; in other words, 
tissue growth has given place to secretory activity. 11 was found that in 
a few cases where coitus did not produce a rupture of follicles, or if all 
corpora hi tea were destroyed hv the thermocautery soon after coitus, 
no development of mammary tissue took place; if the destruction of 
the corpora lutca is done a few days later, the mammary development 
which has begun is at once arrested, and atrophy sets in. Bonin and 
Aueel believe, therefore, that the corpus lutcum is the factor in pro¬ 
ducing the anatomical development of the mammary gland during 
pregnancy. This theory also explains the recurrent increase in size 
of the human breast coincident with each menstrual period, this being 
dependent upon the short-lived “corpus luteum menstruutionis” 
which arises in woman as the result of »iiontaneam follicle rupture. 
Bouin and Ancel lielieve that the corpus luteum has, on the other hand, 
nothing to do with causing the fully developed mammary gland to 
begin secretory activity, but that this process is dependent upon a 
second hormone arising from a gland of internal secretion which they 
have discovered in the myometrium of the pregnant rabbit, and which 
they call the “ myomctrial gland.” 


Treatment of Leucorrhea.— Stockkk {(ii/mrrologin Ihlritirn , 1011, 
xi, 100) calls attention to the fact that in every leueorrheic discharge 
are found many polymorphonuclear leukocytes. These contain a 
ferment having an albumin-digesting (proteolytic) action, which causes 
extensive liquefaction of tissue, this expressing itself as purulent 
secretion. It has been found that there exists in the blood scrum an 
antiferment which fixes this proteolytic ferment. By injection of this 
antiferment, thifrefore, purulent processes can be shortened or stopped. 
It is necessary that the antiferment come into immediate contact with 
the ferment, as the action is a direct neutralization. Since 10(H) Stocker 
has treated all cases of floor albus on this principle, with very 
gratifying results. He uses “leucofermantin” (Merck), introducing 
a gauze strip soaked in this substance into the cervix after thorough 
cleansing of the latter. The gauze is changed the next day. If the 
uterus is much enlarged, showing that the corpus is also affected, 1 to 
2 e.e. of the fluid are injected by means of a Braun’s syringe under 
very gentle pressure into the uterine cavity. No douches are given 
during the treatment, in order l»etter to control results. Of TO patients 
thus treated Stocker reports OS per cent, as being entirely cured of the 
discharge and the others greatly relie veil. 


Nasal Treatment of Dysmenorrhea.— Biu-nTAfEH (.la/. Jour. Obxt., 
1911, Ixiv, 215) makes a plea for the serious consideration of the nasal 
treatment of cases of dysmenorrhea in which no gynecological condi¬ 
tion can he found to he responsible. In these cases the pain usually 
disappears within a few minutes after the application of a 20 per cent, 
cocaine solution to certain areas in the nasal mucous membrane which 
are composed of erectile tissue, and which always become swollen, 
hyperemic and hyperesthetie, during each menstrual period. Where the 
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pain is tluo to souk- uterine .Hsplntt i.ient, inflammation, or other local

spurs, enlarged turbinates, etc. 


Origin and Dissemination of Renal Tuberculosis.—'Vs the result of

He believes 
that trauma considered in its broadest sense—as an impairment of 
any sort of the nonnal integrity of the tissucs-pla.vs a certain role in 
the dc\elopment of a local tuberculous focus, but that trauma in the 
sense of a direct contusion at a given point is not necessarv to the devel¬ 
opment of tuberculosis at that point. As a result, however, of such a 
trauma, tissue particles and bacilli may be thrown off into the blood 
stream and then give rise to a chronic tuberculosis at some distant point. 

Use of Pituiterin in Gynecology.-l„ cases of endometritis, metritis 
’ ,luc ovarian cysts, or inllaniinatorv 

conditions of the adnexa, Ban (Milnrh. mnl. Il’orh., Hill |vii> liod) 
lias seen pituiterin (hypophysis extract) produce marked results in 
stopping hemorrhage when hydrastis, ergot, stypticin, etc., had been 
used without result. He injects suliclltuncouslv 2 to :i ec once or 
if nec«sary, on several successive days, and has had no unpleasant 
afti rn If cits except occasionally slight labor-like uterine pains. He 
reports that ill .10 cases so treated, in many of which the bleeding had 
leen protracted and profuse, the bleeding stopped on the first ilav in 
•Id per cent., on the second day in .if. per cent., and in onlv li per cent 
was n» effect whatever produced. Kixjtz (iliinrh. mnl. ilor/i., Hill
